The suit is brought at the {nstance 
of the heirs of Mr. Easton Yonge, brother 
of Bragg Yonge, deceased, Mrs. J. RKhode 
Browne, et. al. The claimants assert that 
about 1797 or 1800 the U. 8.

An Interesting Situation. 


Some five years ago I was subaltern in 
a marching regiment, and quartered in a 
large garrison town in England. My du- 
ties consisted of the usual round of morn- 
mg and afternoon parades, Visiting the 
men’s dinners and teas, ‘and other regu- 
lar work. In addition to this we had oc- 
easionally to mount guards and to pass 
twenty-four hours ina sort of half im- 
prisonment. 

It is one of the Tegulations of the ser- 
vice that when oflicers or men are on 
guard they should ¢ alway 8 be in a state of 
readiness to “fall in” on parade at a 
moment’s notice, If you feel very sleepy 
md desire rest you must take it while you 
are buttoned up tothe throat and strap- 
ged down atthe heels. A lounge in an 
arm-chair, or upon a sofa, is the extent of 
rest which an officer on guard is supposed 
so indule in. 

Amon my brother subalterns in garri- 
gon it was our usual practice to infringe 
apon this strict letter of the law, and 
when tle principal part of our duty had 
been accomplished, we used to indulge 
ourselves by divesting our limbs of their 
armor, aud seeking refreshment between 
the sheets of alittle camp-bed that was 
placed in an inner guard-room. 

It was part of the duties of an officer 
on guard to visit all the sentries during 
the night, the time for visiting them be- 
mg usually an hour or so after. the field 
officer had visited the guard, who was on 
duty for the day, and who came once by 
day and once by night to see the guard 
andto sce that all was as it should be. 
There was no exact limit to the number 
of times that the field officer might visit 
the guards, but it was the usual thing, 
and lad become almost a custom, for 
him to come once by day and once by 
aight, so that after the last visit the sub- 
altern usually waited an hour or so, 
walked round the limits of his post, vis- 
ted all of his sentries, and then turned 
mto bed.

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AN AME S<RICAN GOLCONDA. 


The Diamond Worth 825,000,000 
that was Found in Northern Geor- 
gia—The Gems that Sparkle in 

the Gold Diggings. 


[N. ¥. Sun. | 

According to Dr. M. F. Stephenson of 
Atlanta, Georgia, who has published a 
little volume on the geology and miner- 
alozy of that State, its mineral wealth, as 
yet only partially developed, is not to be 
¢ ompared with its future in the produc- 
tion of jewels, particularly diamonds. 
In the great belt of its plutonic: and met- 
amorphie formation, extending in a diag- 
onal line through middle Georgia to the 
line of its limestone formation in north- 
western Georgia, are ound five distinct 
outcroppings of fracolumite or elastic 
sandstone, the matrix of the diamond. 
In.each of these ledges diamonds of 
greater or less value, according to Dr. 
Stephenson, have been found. 

The most extensive of these ledges is 
in Hall county, im upper northern Geor- 
gia, in a be it about thirty miles wide, 
running diagonally northeast and south- 
West about seventy-five miles. In every 
vold deposit or branch mine that has 
been worked in: Hall county, splendid 
diamonds have been found by the gold 
washers, Who, being ignorant of their 
value, have lost or thrown them away.— 
A few of them have been sent to Europe 
to be cut and set, but most ot them have 
been lost. None were picked up except 
those without incrustation, and itis well 
known in Brazil that only one-tenth of 
the diamonds there are without incrusta- 
tion. In washing for gold all the large 
diamonds would necessarily be lost on ac- 
count of the construction of the ma- 
chines, or thrown away with the quartz 
gravel. Only such as passed into the trif- 
flers with the grains of gold and fine 
sand were found in the pannings after the 
day’s work was finished. All those 
picked up in Hall county were found in 
this way. Most of them weighed from 
two to six carats. 

Three very large ones were found.— 
The first was broken in pieces by the ig- 
norant miners to see why it was so lus- 
trous. ‘The second was used by the boys 
of Gainesville for along time as a middle 
man in playingmarbles. But the largest, 
by far, as large as a guinea egg, and 
partly encrusted, was lost soon after it 
was found by Dr. Loyd, the overseer of 
the Glade Gold Mine, a deposit about 
twelve miles northeast of Gainesville 
This was ten or twelve years before the 
War. 

In the four years of Loyd’s overseer- 
ship of this gold mine, he (Dr. Loyd) pick- 
ed out of the sands of the >: innings eve ry 
night after the day’s washing about a 
half pint of pretty shining stones, which 
‘he his wife. Som these the 
children took a fancy to for play things, 
and they of course were Of course 
the children took a faney to the largest 
and brilliant. Those which they 
rejected Mrs. Loyd put into an empty 
mustard bottle, and when the bottle was 
full she made a little bag and put in all 
that her husband brought home as a store

From the disc ription of these it is infer- 
red some of them must have been worth 
from $20,000 to $40,000 apiece.

According to Dr. Stephenson, it is 
established beyond question that dia- 
monds of great value have been found in 
Hall county, and that it requires only a 
judicious outlay of capital and labor to 
develop diamond beds in that county, and 
perhaps in other parts of the State, as 
rich as the diamond fields of Brazil or 
South Africa.

Superintendent Kellock says that he | 
has known Mrs. Doran only as aw oman | 
who had come to bim to havea child 
buried. bearing a permit from the Board 
of Health. She had asked him while in 
the office to send her any applicants 
“who fell in her line.” This he could 
not do, even if he were so disposed. All 
the abandoned infants falling into the 
hands of the Department of Charities 
ead Cineruetion are sent to the Infant 
Hospital under ¢ ontrol of that bureau. 

Dr. Elisha Harris said in reference to 
the business of baby farming that the pol- 
icy of the Board of Health has, since 
1468, been to shut up, if possible, all such 
establishments as that just discovered, 
and that the policy would be adhered to. 
It might not be possible in the nature of 
things to eradicate the evil of the prac- 
tice, but all that coul 1 be done to prevent 
the commission of double crime would 
be done by every means in the hands of 
the proper authorities, 

Dr. Harris says that since about 1868, 
at frequent intervals, the Board ot Health 
has, by the exercise of the strictest vigil- 
ance, discovered the sc pli ices. Whenever 
certificates of the death of infants are 
p" ‘esented bearing the same address, with- 

n brief periods of time, even if the name 
of the parents is perfec tly respectable, or 
the signature of the phy sician to the cer- 
tificate is that of one of excellent: reputa- 
tion. the board institutes an investigation. 
It is not carried on ostentatiously, and is 
unkt 1iown LO those W ha ) be ‘come the Ol)- 
jects of serutiny; andif the unusual mor 
tality is found to arise from natural, 
causes the subject is allowedto drop: But 
in case &@ suspicion of baby-farming is 
contirmed, the persons suspected are 
warned to discontinue their certificates of

[t is sometimes found that the women 
who conduct these nurseries are carrying
